From 22nd November, 1940, the tax _was increased to 10%, or in some cases to 15%, and tax at 5% was levied 
on some commodities formerly exempt. From 80th October, 1941, the tax on some 5% classes was increased to 
10% and on some 10% and all 15% classes to 20%. Some 5% commodities were exempted.

Nore,— Under the National Security (Building Control) Regulations (published 18th November, 1940) 
consent of the Commonwealth Treasurer must be obtained before application is made to a Council for a permit in 
respect of a new building or alteration estimated to cost more than £5,000. The limit was réduced on 19th February, 
1941, to £1,000 for hotels, and on 22nd April, 1941, to £3,000 for all other buildings. As from ath June, 1941, the 
Treasurer’s consent must be obtained in respect of all buildings (except dwelling houses for which the estimate does 
not exceed £3,000) and for all alterations to cost more than £250 for dwelling houses, £500 for hotels and shops or 
£1,000 for other buildings. {Since 11th September, 1941, consent has been required for any new building which is to 
contain more than two flats. Consent lapses if the building is not commenced within six months. 


__, Regulations published 28th January, 1942, reduced the amount which may be expended on new dwellings 
without the consent of the Treasurer from £3,000 to {2,000 and imposed a temporary ban on the commencement 
of new dwellings and alterations to existing buildings within 25 miles of the G.P.O., Sydney.

NOTE.—The Sydney index of wholesale prices relates chiefly to basic materials and foods weighted in accordance 
with consumption in the years 1911-13. Neither the component items nor the weighting have been varied. Conse- 
quently the index is a measure of changes in wholesale price levels based on usages which have altered subs antially 
since the period on which the weighting was determined. As such it is usefui as an indication of long-term trends over 
the past 40 years which 1t covers, on the assumption that the relative importance of component items remained 
constant. But it no longer serves asa measure of price variations from month to month or from year to year of 
commodities weighted in accordance with present-day consumption. Comparisons of wholesale price index numbers 
since 1938-39 are shown in the following table.
